A large strip of bunting 
bearing the words: “ Fear God; honor 
the president,” was displayed from the 
temple. 
The houses occupied by 
Brigham 
Young's w Aes were decorated with 
bunting. On Brigham street the school 
children of the city, nearly 5.090 in 
number, were concentrated, ami they 
greeted the president by waving flags 
and scattering flowers. 
It was a beau­ 
tiful sight, and the president seemed 
touched as he passed the long lines of 
little ones. 
Tile children sang “ Amer­ 
ica” and “ Hail Columbia,” the presi­ 
dent acknow ledging the com pliment by 
keeping his head bared until his car­ 
riage had passed the end of the line.

G reat dam age to the fruit crop in 
Rock county is feared to have resulted 
from last w eek’s cold w eather. 
Fred L 
T here were very heavy frosts on 
Sunday, Monday, Tuesday and Wed­ 
nesday evenings, ice form ing a t least 
an eighth of an inch thick. 
Careful 
inspection of fruit buds and blossoms 
shows th a t apple, pear, cherry and 
plum trees are in full blow, especially 
th e early varieties, ami were in good 
flower last Sunday when the cold 
wave came on. 
These buds and blos­ 
soms are alm ost to tally ruined, and 
the indications are th a t little if any 
fruit will appear on the trees this 
season. 
The sm aller fruits and berries did 
not escape the dam aging effects of the 
frosts. 
Raspberries, black berries, and 
straw berries, which form so im portant 
a crop in 
Rock county, and which 
were crowded forw ard during the pre­ 
ceding warm clays, suffered greatly. 
The buds are 
badly blighted, and 
those* who have made careful exam ina­ 
tions report th a t there will not be half 
a yield. 
Grapes suffered, and it is feared th a t 
th e grapes on early vines have been 
totally destroyed. 
The effects of the 
freeze can Tx* seen everyw here in the 
forests, the frosts having discolored 
the tender foliage, and in some cases 
the foliage has been killed. 
These 
observations 
are confined 
w holly to tin* low lands, yet it is sup­ 
posed th at the extraordinarily low tem- 
I perature did considerable dam age to 
fruits on the highlands. 
H ardly a 
fan n er in Rock county is w ithout a 
plot of ground devoted to fruit and 
berries, varying in extent from a few 
square nxis to several acres, and from 
half a dozen to several hundred trees. 
T herefore should present indications 
be verified, the loss will Tx* severely
